In Hong Kong, the Red Chinese for a 


time appeared to be encouraging the Chi- 
nese people to leave their homes to slip 
into Hong Kong which is a British crown 
colony. Suddenly, however, they changed

refugees was suddenly halted. 


Averell Harriman, assistant secretary 


of state for Far Eastern affairs, believes 
that the flow of refugees to Hong Kong 
was cut off because the Chinese Commu- 
nist government no longer could tolerate 
a display of dissatisfaction with its regime. 
He said the migration of the Chinese to 
Hong Kong had dramatized Communist 
failure just as the flight from Communism 
had driven the 
East German regime to 


build a wall in the center of Berlin. He be- 
lieves that the flow of refugees had been 
encouraged originally because of a short- 


age of food in Canton" but in reality had 
little to do with reports of starvation in 
China. Harriman was testifying before a 
Senate subcommittee which is consider- 
ing legislation to permit 5,000 Chinese ref- 
ugee's to immigrate to the United States. 


In connection with this proposal, it is 


interesting to note that Keyes Beech of 
the Chicago Daily 
News service recently 


reported that the removal of a few thou- 
sand Chinese refugees from Hong Kong to 
the United States would not be an unmixed 
blessing for Hong Kong. 
He points out 


that although there are literally thousands 
of Chinese refugees in Hong Kong they 
would not benefit 
by such 
an American 


program. 
What would happen, he says, 


would be the removal from Hong Kong of 
a few thousand of the "elite English speak- 
ing Chinese with 'know how' whom Hong 
Kong can ill afford to lose." 


While the transfer of these Chinese to 


the United States appears to have b£en 
encouraged by the 
influx 
of refugees it 


would in fact have nothing to do with re- 
cent refugees. 
Such a move would leave 


Hong Kong with all recent refugees and 
would at the same time remove some bet- 
ter trained people who are now needed 
more than ever before in Hong Kong. 


The removal of a few thousand Chinese, 


people from Hong Kong to America, if it 
has any purpose at all, would be that of 
improving relations between America and 
the people of Red China. 
Whether that 


purpose would 
really justify 
the move 


seems doubtful.

2,000. The present population of Africans, 
Asians and mixed blood or "coloreds" now 
total 12.773,490. The goal of the immigra- 
tion project is to bring in enough whites to 
surpass that number. 


Prime Minister Hendrik F. Verwoerd 


hopes to get between 40,000 and 50,000 
white people from Europe to enter South 
Africa each year. 


The adoption of this immigration pro- 


jest is a complete reversal of the Afrikaner 
Nationalist government's policy in recent 
years. In 1948 the Nationalists took over 
the office and cut off the existing immigra- 
tion program because the government 
feared that such programs would "fall un- 
der" 
the Afrikaners. Before the National- 


ists made the change as many as 36.000 set- 
tlers a year were entering South Africa in 
search of new homes. A decision to change 
the policy and encourage immigration is 
due to fear that the growth of the country's 
present white population will never catch 
up or keep pace with that of the Africans, 
Asians and coloreds.
